On  Wednesday,  February  13,  2002,  members  of  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association  and  the  Career  Ambassadors  of  Deha  State  Uni- 
versity attended  the  annual  Brown  Bag  Luncheon  held  at  the  state's 
capitol.

9-11-02

On  the  first  anniversary  of  the  9-11 
tragedy  a  memorial  service  was  held  on 
the  flag  plaza  at  8:45  a.m.  The  service 
consisted  of  a  speech  by  Stephen  Tay- 
lor, SGA  president,  music  by  Phi  Mu 
Alpha  Sinfonia,  a  moment  of  silence 
and  reflection,  and  the  lowering  of  the 
flag  to  half  mast  by  campus  police.

Lady  Statesmen  were  on  a  mission  this  past  year,  and 
that  mission  was  to  break  the  barriers  of  Deha  State  by  set- 
ting new  records.  Teresa  Anderson  and  Joy  Long  have  been 
selected  to  the  2002  Verizon  Academic  All-Academic  District 
VI  Second  Team.  Leslie  Poiirciau  and  Nicki  Genre  were  both 
named  first  team  NFCA  AH- Region,  while  Long  was  voted  sec- 
ond team  NFCA  All-Region.  A  total  of  Six  Lady  Statesmen 
Earn  AJl-GSC  Laurels.  Nicki  Genre  was  selected  as  the  Gulf 
South  Conference  Western  Division  Player  of  the  Year  selected 
by  the  GSC  Coaches.  Joining  Genre  are  five  other  Lady  States- 
men honored  by  the  conference  as  All-GSC  on  the  Western 
Division  Team.  Joy  Long,  First  Team,  (So.,  C,  Oxford,  Fla.), 
LesUe  Pourciau,  First  Team,  (Jr.,  OF,  Denham  Springs,  La.), 
Casey  Bourgoyne,  First  Team,  (Sr.,  SS,  Walker,  La.),  Meggan 
Lee,  First  Team,  (Jr.,  LF/P,  CoUierville,  Tenn.),  Angela 
Armstrong,  Second  Team,  (Jr.,  2B,  Ft.  Worth,  Texas),  lead  the 
Lady  Statesmen  to  Miami  Shores,  Fla.,  to  participate  in  the 
NCAA  Division  II  South  Regional. 

The  Lady  Statesmen  have  compiled  a  record  of  41-15  on 
the  year  and  rank  second  to  the  1996  squad,  with  a  record  of 
42-15,  as  the  All-Time  career  win  leader.
